SENSATIONAL DAY Ix THE 
CELEBRATED CASE, 


Lauterio Subjected to a Close Cross- 

Examination—Dramatio Episodes 
and Lively Tilts Between Coun- 
sel — Compromising Documents 
Produced—A Systematio System 
of Robbery. 


The Montafio trial was quite sensa- 
tional yesterday, and Frank Lauterio, 


the principal witness for the prosecu- 


tion, was put through a cross-examina- 
tion by Stephen M. White, Esq., that 
will linger in his recollection for many 
years. It is the theory of the prosecu- 
tion that Auditor Montafio drew a 
fraudulent warrant for $3840, while 
Auditor, and cashed it, while the de- 
tense has developed its line of evidence 
to be that Lauterio himself drew it, 
and was. engaged in a methodical rob- 
bery of the county, which he is attempt- 
ing to foist upon his chief. To many 
of the questions asked by Mr. White 
Lauterio declined to unswer, and some 
of his declinations evidently made a 
very bad impression upon the jury. 
As a witness, Lauterio was hesitating, 
and took refuge in lack of recollection

Great discoveries in the past,“ said 
she, have been the strong impelling 
powers that have sent our great world 
a, along the ringing grooves of 

ange. Ail progress was deemed 
the result of some discovery; first, the

third, the “eureka” and the step for- 
ward, the final fulfillment of the need. 

Education is as old as the world, but 
in all the schemes for the advancement 
of mankind of antiquity, woman was 
left quite out of consideration. 

The speaker gave a brief résumé of 
the ancient 2 of education, show- 
ing how great had been its inefliciency 

in raising the masses, and quoted in 
substance from Horace Mann: 

“The transference of the fortunes of 
our race from the old to the new world 


Was a gain to humanity of a thousand 


years.” 

The three events in history that had 
most changed the entire current destin 
of the world she deemed to be—the birth 
of Christianity, the discovery of Amer- 
ica, and the work of the Reformation 
Each of which has made the worl 
more forward though never so little.“ 

Speaking of the great advance in dis- 
covery and invention, she continued: 
“Nor has investigation stopped with 
the material world, but men have 
delved to discover those valuable nug- 
gets of truth by which the world—edu- 
ee grown richer and bet- 

r. 

Among the topies that have of late 
years — gg master minds are: 

First— The necessity of universal 
education. 

Second—The establishment of three 
grades of schools—primary, secondary 
and university. 

Third—The endowment of colleges 
of agriculture, and of the mechanic 
arts, in order to bring education in 
closer. relation with the development 
of our vast domain. 

The history of the norma! and train- 
ing-schools was reviewed. She was 
an ardent advocate of the cooking and 
sewing departments, as well as of the 
mechanical. * 

“But the work grows by littles.“ 
said the speaker, but it will not be 
long before the graduates from our 
fine manual training schools will join 
the ranks of the law-makers. They 
will testify that this ‘all-round’ educa- 
tion gave them a better command of 
their faculties and sent them out bet- 
ter equipped with clear perceptions, 
inventive minds and executive bands 
to grapple with life's problems, and so 
the work will grow.

MATHEMATICS. 

C. M. Ritter of the Chico State 
Normal School being absent, his paper 
on Müthematics“ was read by Prof. 
E. T. Pierce. | 

At the introduction it was urged that 
all educators should unite in demand- 
ing a secretary of education in our 
President’s Cabinet. With unanimity 
of purpose, he believed that this could 
be attained in one presidential admin- 
istration. 

The following isa summary of the 
points of his paper: 

First—That altogether too much time 
is devoted to the study of arithmetic. 

Second—That a large part of the so- 
called arithmetic should be eliminated 
from the course of study, the princi- 

les of percentage and interest being 

road enough to comprehend all that 
is desirable in that department. 

Third—That in arithmetic ‘‘shortest 
solutions and best explanations’’ 
should be sought at all times, both to 
be as much as possible the result of 
the pupil’s own investigation. 

Fourth—That the metric system of 
weights and measures should sup- 
plant the cumbersome one now in use. 

Fifth— That elementary geometry 
taught indirectively should precede the 
teaching of mensuration, and as men- 
suration is of general utility, and as 
most pupils never enter the higher 
schools, that it should be taught in the 
grammar schools. 

Sixth—That. more care should be 
taken in setting forth the objects of 
the study of mathematics, There 
should always be an object in view on 
the part of both teacher and student. 

Seventh—That the study of mathe- 
matics is an indispensable part of any 
complete system of education.

he mother tongue of our people is 
degenerating, as it is spoken through- 
out our land, so much so that he feared, 
unless something was brought to pre- 
vent, it would be hopelessly beyond re- 
demption. 

We have no ancient monuments or 
temples, and our only legacy from an- 
tiquity is our language, aud it is 
worthy of our respect. 

A half century ago the names of our 
great leaders, Clay, Calhoun and Web- 
ster, were revered by all classes, re- 
gardless of political parties; yet on a 
recent 22d of February the speaker 
noted a placard displayed in a store- 
window, “Closed on Account of 
Georgie’s Birthday.“ 

“Can it be that we as a people may 
not have a single name in history that 
is not nicked?” 

The fast young lady would speuk of 
that notice as awful funny,“ the dress 
of the passer-by as awful fine,” aud 
the minister's sermon as awful flip.“ 
She watches a beautiful sunset and 
pronounces it a “perfect daisy,” and, 
after a trip to Niagara, declares it too 
cute for * 

Among the American people there 
is a widespread lack of réverence for 
language as an institution. 

Again, we are a witty people and 
commit the thoughtless sin of making 
our language not the instrument for 
legitimate wit, but itself the material. 

And the higher class adopts the 
language of colloquial discourse from 
the vocabulary of the street. 

In Europe pure language is spoken 
by royalty, and this is imitated by the 
lower classes. Here no such condition 
exists. The time when the teacher or 
pastor set the model for language has 
passed, and in lieu of this has come 
the language of the street. 

The influential class sets the type of 
2 This class is that which has 
the greatest wealth, and not usually 
the greatest education, and their in- 
fluence is nowhere greater than in 
speech. 

The American ple have two don- 
keys that they ride to death, and“ 
and got.“ Why, I have watched a 
cultured lady and in six minutes she 
used the word ‘and’ 52 times.“ There 
is a dearth of vocabulary in spoken 
language, and we are too apt to rele- 
gate all that is beautiful or powerful 
in our speech to writing, using but the 
barest skeletons for the every-day com- 
munication of thought, if thought 
there be. 

The word boom“ originated with 
the Globe-Democrat at the Grant cam- 
paign; what it has come to mean, most 
of you know, but still later we hear of 
a boom in dress,” boom in money,“ 
and, alas! a boom in affection.” 

The standard for pronunciation is 
not the same in all parts of the coun- 
try. Start with calf.“ In Boston it 
is cahf,“ in Ohio, “caf”; in Arkansas, 
‘“*cafe’’—flat and all tired out. 

The teacher may give careful in- 
struction in grammar, and that bright 
lower-ward boy will pick out every 
principal part and adjunct, but at re- 
cess he rushes to the grounds with a 
„Bill, you haint got no cigarette stub 
you haint usin’, have you?“ The home 
is against the teacher. The people 
must be elevated. 
In conclusion, he remarked: *‘Edu- 
cation is called the great devil-killer. 
I have noticed a few of the most prev- 
alent devils, and I exhort you teachers 
to rise in your might and slay them.“

Under the instructions given by the 
action of the House, the committee has in- 
serted Chicago in the bill as the place of 
holding the fair in 1892, and consulted with 
representatives of that city for the purvose 
of perfecting and improving it, making 
such amendments as were deemed neces- 
sary. The bill submitted differs in some 
essential features from the bill reported 
originally by the sub-committee and re- 
committed. In the second section the 
representation of the ‘Territories and the 
District of Columbia has been increased 
from One to two commissioners from each, 
unde a provision has also been made tor the 
appointment of eight commissioners at 


large. The commission is designated the | Re 


„World's Columbian Commission.“ 
‘The third section dispenses with the 
United States corporation, which it was pro- 
to create by Congress. It is also 
stipulated that commissioners be appointed 
from each State aud Territory and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, together with eight com- 
missioners to be appointed at large. The 
Government appropriates for its own com- 
missioners, acting independently of the 
corporation and without the power to incur 
any obligations, The commission is in- 
structed by this act to accept buildings only

FARM TOPICS. 


Produce and Middiemen. 

During the recent rains, potatoes, 
butter, eggs, and in fact most all farm 
produce went up in price “like hot 
cakes,“ as the saying goes. This was 
not due to lack of supplies so much as 
to the middlemen. The average com- 
mission man will accept anything as 
an excuse to beat down the price of 
produce when dealing with the pro- 
ducer, and on the other hand the same 
tactics are employed in raising the 
price to the consumer.—[{Rural Cali- 
fornian. 

Just so. If our large ranches are to 
be subdivided and cultivated by small 
farmers, the producer must be allowed 
to sell directly to the consumer in open 
market. This is so universally ad- 
mitted in the East, that many cities 
probibit, by ordiuance, the purchase 
of family produce in open market to 
be sold again on the ground during 
market hours. By this means the farm- 
er gets the highest market price, and 
the consumer is protected from specu- 
lation by middle men. 


Waste of ‘Fertilizers, 
To an eastern man the’ reckless 
waste of stable manure in this country 
seems almost sinful. Thousands of 
loads of clean stable manure are 
hauled out of the city and dumped 
into the river or ravines to be got rid 
of asa nuisance. The long dry peri- 
ods prevent its fermentation and rot- 
ting, so that this valuable fertilizer is 
lost for want of some system to prop- 
erly prepare it for use. To some ex- 
tent it is used as fuel for steam 
boilers, parties delivering it free. 
Yet well-rotted manure is always sala- 
able, and will become more valuable as 
the cultivation of fruit and vegetables 
increases. Parties at Alhambra are 
shipping stable manure by cars from 
this,place to fertilize their orange 
orchards, and others are ready to give 
$50 per cut load for well-rotted manure.

How to Prune Lomon Trees. 

F. A, Kimball gives the following di- 
rections for pruning lemon trees: 

To make my idea plain, I will take 
for example a well-trimmed tree, say 12 
feet high; run a tape-line around out- 
side the branches, and it will be 
found to measure at least thirty 
feet; now, if the tree was trimmed to 


|a tree cone, it would expose a sur- 


face of about two hundred 
square feet. To make the com- 
parison between this tree and 


most of our older orchards, take a saw 
and trim it up to the height of these 
trees—say five or six feet, or high 
enough to allow plowing to be done 
close to the trumk—again take the 
tape-line and measure the circumfer- 
ence of that whieh is left, and you will 
find your tape-line to show about eigh- 
teen feet, or altogether a surface of 
about sixty feet; 66 here you have the 
comparison: A propétly-trimmed tree 12 
feet high exposesa fruit-bearing surface 
of 200 feet; the same tree, occupying 
the same ground, of the same age, re- 
quiring the same Gare and a good deal 
more labor in its cultivation, improp- 
erly trimmed, or as most trees have 
been trimmed, “Only exposes say 60 
feet of surface; dad the capacity of 
each tree to produeée fruit is exactly 
in proportion to, th@ area on wich it is 
produced, all other things being equal. 
which, for arge sake, we will 
allow, although (iene are many other 
reasons beside the iessened fruit-bear- 
ing surface why g Dadly Or unscientif- 
ically trimmed wil] not produce

LIVE STOCK. 


Mange is a disease which may at- 
tack many of our domestic animals. 
It is contagious, and is caused by a 
minute insect burrowing under the 
skin.
